The correspondence lately published be- 
tween His Excellency the Governor and Her 
Majesty's Secretary for llie Colonies on the 
one part, and the Hudson Bay Company and 
their representatives on the other, culls up a 
striking picture of the evils arising from the 
system of double Rovernment which must 
of necessity maintain in all proprieiroy col- 
onies, and which hna kept back this country 
from thorough development to a great ex- 
tent during the period that it existed. In 
the hislory of colonization from the earliest 
ages, wo may truco n gradual improvement 
in the melhod of governing the newly col- 
onized country, until wo arrive at the pres- 
ent enlightened and liberal form of 
government maintaining in most of the Brit- 
ish colonies and dependencies. In early ages 
colonization was carried on either by com- 
panies of emigrants who soon became 
distinct in government, in manners and cus- 
toms, and to a great extent in language, from 
the mother country, or by right of conquest 
when the subjugated country becamo en- 
grafted, so to speak, on the parent stock, and 
adopted its habits and language. It was not 
until the navigation of the seas became a 
practical science that trading companies 
were formed, which undertook in some quar- 
ters of the globe the business, if we may so 
designate it, of colonization. This system, 
originated in the modern ages by the Dutch 
and Portuguese, was on account of the almost 
fabulous wealth gained in the east by the 
adventurers of these nulious adopted by the 
English, and the lirft and most memorable 
instance of a British empire within an empire, 
was the sovereignty exorcised by the East 
India Company over considerable portions of 
Hindustan for two centuries, to that great 
compauy so nptly symbolised by tho sagacity 
and power of the elephant, tho company 
of fur traders, although nearly coeval in date, 
will hardly bear comparison ; for although 
many of the privileges nf tho two companies 
were identical, the imperial government has 
never been deleiated to the Hudson Bay 
Company as it was to the wealthy and perse- 
vering merchants who settled in the east ; 
but during the continuation of the respective 
charters of the two companies there existod 
a similar conllict of interest between tho 
trading communities and interlopers whether 
they wero attracted to the territories under 
tho sway of tho different companies for the 
purpose of trade, or by tho nioro generai 
objects of colonization. 

In our own case the influence of n company 
jealous of any interference with or encroach- 
ment upon its exclusive right of trade, oper- 
ated moBt unquestionably for a considerable 
time os a check to settlement in the colony. 
We have never held a very high estimate 
of the abstract virtue of the Hudson Boy 
Company, and the perusal of this correspon- 
dence will not tend to ruiso that estimate; for 
divesting the letters, as far as possible, from 
the animus thut seems to exist between the 
company nnd the executive government of 
thir- colony, it is obvious that every endeavor 
has been used by the former to increase their 
own gains without regard to the interests of 
the people. The agreement between Her 
Majesty and the Company concluded ou the 
3rd of February, 1862, at first sight, and 
standing alone, reads fairly enough, but upon 
clo»e inspection, evidences considerable inge- 
nuity on the part of Mr. Dallas, who acting 
on behalf of the company, is the only one of 
the commissioners engaged in drawing up 
the document, who brings any local know- 
ledge to bear upon tho point, nnd when we 
read tho statements made by His Excellency 
in his despatches to the Duke or Newcastle, 
No. 66 of 1801, and 11 of I8C3, uncontro- 
verted by the company, so lur as the nver- 
meut that by this deed Her Majesty's Com- 
missioners are deceived into consenting to 
give up to the company ground already cov- 
ered with government buildings, and in actual 
use by the government, the only conclusion 
that we can possibly arrive ut, is that the 
compauy have been attempting thronghO'H; a 
most unfairjcour.se, and the colony has been 
impeded by their questionable dealings with 
land and towards the crown, from whom by 
every means in their power they have endea- 
vored to wrest more than under their charter 
that had any right to claim. 

A graver accusation, however, is brought 
against the company by tho Attorney Gen- 
eral in his letter of the 24th of March, 1863. 
which is almost eudorsed by Ilia Excellency 
in his above-mentioned dispatch, that somo of 
the pales represented to be made prior to 
the 1st of January, 1862, are not bona fide, 
nnd this imputaion, so far as the correspond- 
denco goes, rests upon the company still. 
No Iresh light, so far as tho public are aware, 
has been thrown upon the matter, which if it 
could have been easily cleared up, would 
not we should suppose have been allowed to 
ramniu uncontradicted for one moment after 
publication. Wo do not think that Mr. 
Berena' allegation, that His Excellency's 
communications are conceived in a spirit ol 
hostility to the company is quite borne out by 
the facts, but tho tone of tho despatches 
shows a certain bitterness of feeling, which it 
is not surprising that the Duke of Newcastle 
should ondeavor to check, considering as ho 
docs the main object in view, namely— that 
of getting rid ol the questionable tenure of 
the company as speedily aa possibly. 

It is, however, exceedingly fortunate for 
the colony lhat -this settlement was not left in 
the hands of those whoso conciliatory views 
would have led them to shrink from engaging 
in a controversy, which under existing cir- 
cumstances has been necessary for tho pro- 
tection of public rights ; Btill more fortunate 
is it that the administration of the government 
was not left in the hands of tho company 
whose interests cither in their fur trading or 
agricultural branch have never been thoso 
of the people of the colony.

The misuonury schooner Carolena, Ctipt. 
Paltersou, onivetl in the harbor ou Saturday 
moraine from Mitlaliulilla Station willi the 
following passengers: Revds. Laohlin Taylor, 
Local, Cunningham, and six Motlakahtla 
Indians and a cargo of skins, furs, Indian 
food, Bah oil, cypress, etc. 

The Cnrolena left tho Station on Hie 16th 
September. Mr. Duncan, who reached the 
scene of his labors on tho 2d ol August, was 
in good health and in bijjh spirits. 

Tho Indians around the Station were do- 
lighted beyond measure with the result of 
hla enterprise. The cargo wrifl readily dis- 
posed of among them one chief alono taking 
about S500 worth of goods. 

On the arrival of the Caroletm Mr. Dun- 
can issued ?5 shares in tho schooner, and 
none or his Indians were ullowod the privi- 
lege of taking over any or the goods who 
were not holders in scrip to the extent of one 

shurc. , , 

A good number of shares were taken oe- 
fore Mr. Cunningham lefti and tho rest 
would probably be applied lor when the In- 
dians rtll returned from Bshing. It was Mr. 
Duncan's intention to soil tho entiro vessc 
tho Indians, who were to form a company to 
bo called tho Metlukahtla Schooner Com- 
pany A trading company composed ol 
natives had also been formed and all goods 
received by them Irom Victoria would have 
to pay freight to the Schooner Company. 
Mr Duoean' himsell retaining the direction 
ami management of both companies. 

A fixed raiue of SI was placed upon mar- 
r&a akins, and other skins in proportion, but 
ian account is kept with each Indian attached 
itolaa Station, and if his skins realized more 
upon tale tho surplus is paid over to him in 

C °Tnc Carolena brought down Meilakahtla 
Indians one of whom is a chief and will in 
future accompany the schooner as trader and 
supercargo. ' , 

Mr. Cunningham states that most nt tho 
Indians were so anxious tor the arrival of 
Mr Duncan and the schooner that it was 
onlv upon the promise that he would (ire the 
two guns on the Station nnd send a ennoe 
•jeitll a messenger round to the various fish- 
iine stations when she did arrive, that he 
.could induce them tu proceed with their 
icsual Avocations and secure their food for , 
tlie winter. Many of tliem even declared 
tfetf they could not sleep at night from 
drewains of the expected advent of good 
things. They even wont 60 far as to odor to 
pay additional taxes to defray the expense of 
tho messenger. 

The first place called at was Fort Rupert 
whoro Mr. Uugdale, Mining Engineer, Irom 
Messrs. Stewart, Meldrum & Co 'a mines at 
.Quatseno, came on board with a lot of speci- 
mens/reporting favorably of the prospects of

Tus Gold Stream Diuqinus.— Nows from 
the Island diggings during tho last two days, 
if wo except tho discovery announced else- 
where, has brought us nothing of interest 
Two or three hundred Victorians, including 
many or the fair sex, have visited the locality 
Indeed, the abort distance from the city, and 
the beautiful and varied nature of the scenery

DESCRIPTION OV THE COUNTRY. 

Tho Sounds of Quatsceno and Kuskeemo 
are situated on the Northwest Coast ol the 
Island, about fifteen miles to the north ot 
Woody Point. There ure some rocks at tho 
entrance, which, however, can be easily avoid- 
ed with ordinary care, and no great difficul- 
ties are presented to tho mariner iu making I 
the opening, or iu sailing up the ditlereut 
arms, which are fi«e in number, without in- 
cluding the main Sound. 

At Quitseeno, a little beyond the village, 
me two arms, one branching off in a dlfeotibn 
slightly west ol north, and running lor about 
a mile . with an averaga breadth ol a quarter 
of a mile, and terminating in a bront boy ; 
the other running north for about lour miles 
with an average width of three-quarters of a 
mile. At this point the Sound gradually 
narrows, and presents a'l the appearance of a 
river ; this is called the Satillowush, and 
runs nearly east for about a mile with a uni- 
form breadth of forty yards, when the Sound 
again widens and runs in a southwesterly 
direction for a mile and a-half more. '1 hero 
is a bar at each end of these rapids, reducing 
the depth ol water to two fathoms and under 
at low water. 

Reluming lo Quatseeno and eneering the 
main Sound, which runs in a northeasterly 
direction, with an average width of a mile 
and a-hair, you pass the Indian village ot 
Malati on the one side, nnd Koppeenci on ihe 
other ; the former situated in a small hay (on 
the south side/ studded with islands, and tho 
lallur in a bav half a mile deep and a mile 
in width ; this in distant a mile from the 
head ot the longer QuaUeeno aim. Six 
miles fuither up the Sound is the island of 
Maiclagh, and south of it an arm tunning in 
a southeasterly direction Tor a distance of 
ten miles, with n breadth Varyiug from a mile 
at the entrance to "naff iv mile at its head. 
Returning and crossing to the north side you 
come on the village of Ouatish, the ueadquar 
tors of tho Hoskeena tribe, the palace ot tho 
king being towards the west end, and the 
houses of tho principal nobility in proximity, 
the commoners, or " cauaille," occupying the 
east end as at home. Slightly to Ihe eastward 
of this are the Tsintsin or Koskeeno Rapids, 
about a nile long, and a hundred ami fifty 
yards broad, the current running eight piles 
un hour. At their inner end is the small 
island of Macquaoachto, on whioh is situated 
the most fashionable cemetery, and numerous 
escutcheons aro to be seen on the north side 
or it. These rapids bring you into the Sea- 
quao or northeast arm, about seven miles in 
length, and nearly two miles in breadth ; at 
the head of this is a ten mile Indian trail to 
tho Hudson Bay Company's outpost of Fort 
Rupert, passable in both winter and summer. 
1 have crossed it twice in summer and once 
iu winter, aud what with beaver dams, fallen 
timber, pools of water, and aggravating 
p lumps into snow heaps, it is no light task. 

Il«turning to Maquachtd you run in a 
northwesterly direction for two miles when 
you meet with another arm running due 
west for twenty miles and studded with Is- 
lands ; the width of this arm varies from 
two miles at some placos to half a mile at 
others ; at the east end of this is the Bay of 
Natsenaohtum the proposed site for a settle- 
ment.

I was on one occasion present at a feast in 
the King's house, und certainly never wit- 
nessed a more extraordinary entertainment ;

fire; the viands consisted of salmon roe, in a 
sort of jelly, salmon heads, and dog fish oil, 
which was profueely provided.

intermission, when tho host provided each 
with a small pieco of tobacco ; after this was 
smoked, a drum iu tho shape or a large deer- 
bide tambourine was brought in and n song 
commenced, which seemed interminable, and 
was oontinuod till an early hour in the morn- 
ing, when they separated. Dried salmon, 
halibut, herring, and clams, or fresh fish, 
including crabs und oysters, form their prin- 
cipal comestibles, except in summer, whe- 
Ihe most delicious strawberries, raspberries, 
currants, sclim, fjustaurs, techlitu, neguilts, 
and others form pleasant additions to their 
table faro. Their good wives have their jam 
and jelly seasons as well as ours, and malte 
as ■'ruat' a luss over it. The fruit is crushed 
in wooden dishes with stones, aud molasses 
(when they have any) added lo saturation — 
this is all devoured as it is mad". They 
also spread rasps alid neqnills on broad leave, 
crush them and dry them for winter use into 
small cakes.

natured, well fed physiognomy, and calmly 
dignified demeanor, except at the prospect 
of " grub" or when induced to speak ol hij 
wrongs, then he is wont to rajse his voice to 
shouting pitch ; he is wall liked among 
ttiem however and if ho possessed inljjoient 
eucrgy could Eoon regain his inllaonce, but 
Haulhel's numerous feasts of fish heads and 
molasses, his long winded orations, and his 
untiring application to state affairs carry the 
liftlm und I doubt not thai his imperial 
majesty and tho lord Yeayacutyo (the prime 
minister) bag. more blankets iu a month than 
the poor old king does in a year. This forms 
a constant bono of contention between blin- 
soir und his wile OMuhogaleoth and their 
daughter Necowshishtu, who both od- 
ministe; seyora hair combings to his ex- 
Majesty at intervals varying from fourteen to 
to twenty duys.

young u - id dipped in but wuter, the white is 
sea-weed bleached in fresh water and dried 
in thin strips.

which we throw out, aud n man with tho 
enorgy, talent and noble disinterestedness of 
Mr. Duncan, of Methlakatlah. would work 
wonders here ; it is lo be hopod a mission will 
soon bo established. 

SlTKItSTITIO.V. 

They are extremely superstitious, ar.d any 
dark or gloomy recess is tenanted by a spirit 
of some kind ; a water-spout is occasionally 
seen in tho south-east arm, which is ono whom 
they hold in great awe, another is said to 
knock down great trees, break large stones 
off the mountains, &c., this is also revered 
and held accountable for anything out of tho 
way that happens ; he is called the Lachwaw- 
leesh| and seems to be a very dreadful per- 
sonage. In this arm there is also a stone 
from which they ask wind or rain occa- 
sionally. 

MOURNING FOR THE DEAD. 

Thoy mourn long and grievously for de- 
ceased relativts, and women on the death of 
their children cut their faces on ihe cheeks 
and forehead till tho blood come3 freely, it is 
then kept raw by Ihe frequent ujo of the 
knifo ; this is generally done through the 
night, singing a species of dirge whioh could 
only he realized by hearing tho howling o 1 a 
woir, Ihe barking of a terrier, und Ihe crying 
of a child at one and tho same timn ; this I 
have heard continued for three mortal hours 
to my intense ulBiction. 

A SHOCKING PRACTICE, 

One abominable practice exists nmpngst 
them— that of procuring abortion ; it is no 
secret, and the foetus is actually destroyed by 
violent pressure with the hands; notwith- 
standing this thoy make affectionate mothers 
and often suckle their young for two and 
even three years. 

MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE. 

As far as I have uscertaincd there are no 
marriage tites or ceremonies among them ex- 
cept the buying by blankets, and dissolution 
of maninge is even easier than in Sir O.
